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"THE PIRATES OF PENZANCE” 

IS AN OPERA IN TWO ACTS . . . WORDS BY SIR WILLIAM S. GILBERT, THE MUSIC BY SIR 
ARTHUR SULLIVAN . . . HERE THEN IS THE STORY. 


/4ct Gtte . . . 

On a rocky Cornish seashore the Pirates of Pen¬ 
zance are drinking and playing cards. Their appren¬ 
tice Frederic has today completed his pirate appren¬ 
ticeship, and his comrades congratulate him. But 
Frederic, once free of apprenticeship, is determined 
to leave the pirate band, whose trade he loathes. He 
was initially introduced to them only by mistake. As 
Frederic's nursemaid in boyhood, the adoring Ruth 
had been told to apprentice him to a pilot. Slightly 
deaf, she mistook the word for "pirate". Then, afraid 
to go back and confess her mistake, she herself stayed 
on as the pirates' maid-of-all-work. 

Frederic has seen no other woman but Ruth since 
he was eight, but hardly relishes taking her with 
him. Moreover, he was resolved, as a dutiful citizen, 
to exterminate the pirates—despite his personal re¬ 
gard for them. His painful duty could be avoided if 
they would return with him to civilized society. But 
they scorn the idea, and go off singing that they will 
stick to piracy, a relatively honest trade. 

Frederic spies, offstage, a troupe of girls—and real¬ 
izes by comparison that Ruth is hardly a model of 
beauty, as she had implied. He complains that Ruth 
has deceived him and she leaves. The girls enter; 
Frederic remains unseen by them. 

The girls—they are all, remarkably, daughters of 
Major-General Stanley—decide to paddle in the sea, 
and have all taken off one shoe when Frederic sud¬ 
denly shows himself. Frederic implores the girls' sym¬ 
pathy for one about to renounce his "vile profession." 
The girls are not untouched; but Frederic's appeal for 
someone to love him stirs no response until Mabel 
enters. In a waltz song, she offers Frederic her heart. 
Tactfully the girls resolve to give the lovers a chance, 
conscientiously chattering about the weather, while 
the lovers pour out their hearts. 

Frederic warns the girls that the pirate band will 
soon be here. But before they can escape the pirates 
surround them with glee. Here are brides for them 
all. Edith warns the marauders that their father is a 
Major-General. Indeed he is, and—unobserved by the 
others—he has arrived already and now shows him¬ 
self. In Gilbert and Sullivan's most famous patter- 
song he lists his manifold knowledge, weak only on 
the military side. 

The Major-General does not approve of the pirate's 
plans. Outnumbered, he appeals to their sympathy, 
declaring that his girls are all he has: he is an orphan. 
(Aside, he confesses that this is a fib.) The pirates are 
moved by this poetic sentiment, and all kneel in tri¬ 
bute to Poetry. The pirates release the Major-General 
and his daughters. Ruth enters and appeals to Fred¬ 
eric, but he again rejects her. The pirates, quite con¬ 
scious of their magnanimity, group themselves under 
the Skull-and-Crossbones flag, defiant of the Major- 
General and his proudly displayed Union Jack. 


/4ct *7cm . . . 

In the Major-General's Gothic garden he and his 
daughters keep vigil. The daughters are sad and 
perplexed to see their father weep. He is contrite for 
his fabrication, and his daughters try to console him. 
Frederic enters. The General gains comfort from the 
fact that Frederic is even now about to lead an ex¬ 
pedition against his former comrades. 

Lanterns in hand, and imitating trumpets to keep 
their spirits up the police enter. Led by the Sergeant, 
they are prepared to march on the pirates. But the 
girls' encouragements to die a herioc death fail, for 
some reason, to make them happier. Still, after pro¬ 
claiming for a long time that they are going, even¬ 
tually they really go. 

Frederic is eager for the fight. But suddenly he finds 
a pistol clapped to each ear by the Pirate King and 
Ruth, who have steathily entered. They expound to 
him an ingenious paradox: as Frederic was born on 
the twenty-ninth of February, he has lived twenty- 
one years, but he has only had five birthdays. The 
relevance of this is that Frederic was bound appren¬ 
tice until his twenty-first birthday; so he is still an 
apprentice. His duty is with the pirates. Honor bound, 
he tells them the Major-General's secret—that he is no 
orphan. 

Mabel, entering, learns of Frederic's new situation. 
Loyal to the pirates, he bids her farewell. Mabel 
urges Frederic to stay, but he will not forsake his 
duty. He will reach the vital twenty-first birthday in 
1940 (sixty years hence) and only then may they be 
reunited—and faithful ever after. 

Frederic leaps out of the window and is gone. 
AAabel wili be brave. She tells the police, who now 
enter that Frederic cannot lead them. He is of course 
to be aamired, nevertheless, because he is actuated 
by duty. The police must now attcck the pirates alone. 
The Sergeant regrets that they must deprive their 
fellow-creatures of liberty, for the criminal, when not 
actually committing crime, is as human as any of us. 

The pohce hide in ambush when they hear the 
pirates approaching, singing loudly about how quiet 
they are. The Major-General arrives, having been dis¬ 
turbed in his sleep. He sings of the river, the breezes, 
and the poplars. Enter the Major-General's daughters. 
The Pirate King orders his men to seize the Major- 
General; the police attack the pirates. The pirates win 
the fight, but yield when charged "in Queen Victoria's 
name!" The pirates confess that they are all errant— 
but now penitent—noblemen. The Major-General for¬ 
gives them and bids them marry his daughters. Mabel 
and Frederic are united, and a recapitulation of Ma¬ 
bel's waltz-song ends the operetta.

Slim, sensible and sensitive in her role of Frederick's sweet¬ 
heart, Royce hails from Carnduff, Sask. There she appeared 
in many musicals notably Chamber of Commerce produc¬ 
tions for charity. A Calgarian for three years now, Royce 
has been active in musical productions. She portrayed 
"Hebe" in "H.M.S. Pinafore" and was soprano soloist with 
Wesley Choir - Calgary Choral Society's "The Messiah". 
Royce has been a soloist on CFAC's "Chapel Chimes".
